And why ſhould any Man 
complain of the Hand of the Loyd being upon him, and his, in judg- 
ment, When there 1s no ſuch thing, And what could Richard Ander- 
ſon propoſe to himſelf, in bringing his wife three or four miles purpoſe« 
ly, that God might be intreated to remove his ſtroke from her, and her 
children, if indeed there had be nocanſe ? Or, Why ſhould they both de« 
clare, they were diſquieted with reſtleſs pain, and their child with ſores, 
Cc, and that upon his ſo prophaning the Name of the Lord, if all 
was well with them ? Surely in vain ds Men go about toout-face a 
thing ſo manifeſt. 

It ts remarkable, that in all the Quakers ſay, they take no notice 
of Richard Anderfons iniquity, in taking on b.8 that office of afalſe 
Prophet, but rather ſeem to f avor bis doing in that behalf , by ſuggeſt 
ing, as if the judgment by him pronounced, was upon me to this day, 
cles their Lying Wonder, p.7 ) though it is neither Witneſſeq by any, 
nor confeſſed by me ( as, Bleſſed be God, there ts no cauſe) and yet they 
will in no wiſe belicve any judgment fell on Richard Anderſon or his 
family, though ſo much verified ! Surely, ſh1uld half ſo much have 
been teſtified of the accompliſhment of Richard Anderſons propheſie on 
me or mine, as hath been on the contrary, the truth thereof had been 9ut 
of difÞute with them ere this day,

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Seeing then, that it cannot be denied, but Richard Anderfon was

Ner &» I hereby preciaim my own glory (as they ſuggeſt) and we 
know (for all their noiſe) that it is lawful for th: ſervants of the Loxd 
to report what Ged doth by thems, Acts 15-12, ind yet 1 do mt pretend 
to work Miracles ;, for the truth ts, it Was not expetted by me, that 
God ſhould after that manner rebuke the vanity of the falſe t repher, 
who came to pronounce me a Leper. But ſeeing it hath pleaſed him 
to doit thus beyond my expeFtation, I know 1 fin not in declaring it : 1 
have more cane to think I ſhould have finned in concealing it, And for 
the removal of the affliftion, it Was an anſwer of the Prayer of the 
Congregation, and nat of mine cnely.

* the ſole of the foot. In anſwer to thefe words, I ſaid to him,

* with a ſpirit of deluſion; and that I am not totake any notice of

And whether 
a Mans own confeflion for matter of opinion, being attended with 
thoſe demonſtrations of the Matters of Fa&t hereby obſerved, be 
ndt a cogent proof to ſatisfie indifferent Men, I mult leave the 
ſober Reacer to judge for his own ſatisfaQtion. 


3. That he the (aid Richard Anderſon, and his family, was 
afflifted by the Hand of God upon him, as is ſaid in the Narrative. 
Here the Quakers make a very [trange out-cry againlt me for 
evidence, as if Richard Anderſon, and his wives teſtimony, were 
nothing in this caſe ? Surely, ſince the World was, there could 
never be a more cogent evidence againſt any Man (ordinarily) then 
himſelf; and its a Maxim, pheye there z open confeſſion, there needs 
noevidence, And one would think the Father and Mother of a Fa- 
mily, knows beſt the ſtate of their Children , and ler the ſerious 
Reader conſider, how unreaſonable it would have been for me, to 
doubt of the truth of what Richard Anderſon and his wife, both 
teſtified of their own pains, and of the ſores of their child, ec, 
and that with great ſorrow of heart, eſpecially ſeeing him ceme 
the ſecond time, and bring his wife with him three or four miles

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But now let us hear what Richard Anderſon himſelf bath teſti- 
fied before many witneſſes in chis caſe, ſince the publiſhing of the 
Narrative, and the Quakers Lying wonder.

And for the Eye and Ear-witneſſes which the Quakers call for,, 
upon the occaſion of that paſſage in the Title Page of the Narra» 
tive, and the wonderment they make that no Neighbor or Kinſ- 
man can be brought to teſtifie their knowledge of this judgment, 
To this I anſwer, firſt, That there are of the Neighborhood that 
ſay, They do remember about the time to which the Narrative 
hath Relation (whichis about nine years ſince) the ſaid Richard 
Anderſons family was afflicted , but being unwilling to have their 
names brought in queſtion, and there being no neceſſity for ir, 
becauſe we have thit which is aboye the evidence of a Neighbor, 
eyen the teſtimony of the Parents concerning themſelves, and their 
own children. 1 ſhall therefore forbear to mention their names, 
Secondly, For the Title Page of the Narrative, 1 ſay, it was not of 
my compoſing, and yet even that paſſage (or any like to it) isnot 
without truth (being candidly interpreted) for there was as mach 
evidenced both to the Eye and Ear of the Witneſles, in reſp of 
the affliction of the Parents of the family, as was ſubje& to ſuch 
obſervation, viz.

Ecauſe every Thuth onght to have its juſt eſtimation, and the de- 

ſign of the precedent Diſcourſe, being not to oppoſe any Light Which 
God hath ordained for Mans direttion, Whether that which ss common 
to all (ordinarily) at all times by ſome called the Light within, or that 
which hath b:en manifefted at ſundry times, and divers manners. It 
ſhall not be inexpedient here topropeſe a few things : And firſt, 

I. 1t s certain ( and not denied by the Baptiſed Churches ) that God 
Almighty hath endowed mankind with a Principle of Light, Unader- 
ſtanding , or Iudament, to lead him to the conſideration and obſervation 
of things good and honeſt among thewel ves, and to contemplate the di- 
vine goodneſs it ſelf from the conſideration of his wonderful Works, and 
to render to him the honor of bis Mercies, ic.
